MUNICIPAL SPENDTHRIFTS. 


At a conference between Mayor Leon- 
ard and the members of the board of 
aldermen, held Monday in the mayor's 
office,._before..the aldermanic’~ meeting 
was called, a startling announcement 
in regard to the financial condition of 
the various city departments was made 
by Mayor Leonard who submitted a 
statement furnished by City Auditor 
Shea as to the condition of the gdepart- 
ments on Sept. 1. The statement show- 
ed that there are ten overdrafts al- 
ready, and that the appropriations of 
many other departments are almost ex- 
hausted; It was explained that in some 
instances receipts to come in later 
would somewhat offset the heavy ex- 
penditure, but that the only way to 
prevent big overdrafts was to shut 
down departments which have already 
overdrawn and others as soon as the 
money is gone. - 

At the mayor’s suggestion an order 
instructing certain heads of depart- 
“to stop work until further notice 
was adopted at the meeting. - This or- 
der will go before the common council 
next week, 

According..to City Auditor Shea's 
statement the appropriations in the fol- 
lowing departments were overdrawn on 
Sept. 1: Bridge, $1299.04; cemetery, $974.- 
16; fire alarm, $654.83; Union street 
bridge interest, $2600; military, $382.96, 
public property, $16,216.75; school, $59,- 
754.46; sewer, $1019.93; state aid, $3797.00; 
water department, $27,751.13. _

GATES HELD FOR THE GRAND 
JURY.

Gates grabbed him by the collar and 
threw him backward. In falling he 
struck his head against the blackboard, 
Berry also testified that the teacher got 
down on his knees and struck him on 
the face with the back of his hand, and 
also on the leg with his heel. He then 
told Berry to get up and the boy said 
he could not as his leg was sprained, 
and the ‘teacher went out and got some 
water and bathed the leg. Two hours 
afterward Mr. Gates called in Mr. 
Knowlton and suggested sending for 
a doctor which was done. ; 

Mr. Gates testified that he did not 
throw the boy down and never re- 
leased his hold of him. ‘Mr, Gates de- 
nied that he struck the hoy, but said 
that in placing him on the floor he lost 
his balance and landed his weight on 
him. ‘He ‘id not know that the boy’s 
leg was broken when he complained 
about not being: able to get up. Mr. 
Gates testofied that Berry was obsti- 
nate and sulky by nature. There was 
no other evidence offered. Mr, Gates 
was held in $500 for the grand jury.

Much. interest was manifested at a 
hearing held Tuesday by the county 
commissioners at the dawrence 
Superior: court house in the project of 
building a new highway from Lowell'to 
Lawrence on the south side of the Mer- 
rimack river. Many citizens of Lowell, 
Andover and Lawrence endorsed the 
movement and there was. no remon- 
strance. r 

The commissionets were asked to be 
careful in apportioning the expense of 
building the road, because of the fact 
that, while the road will run. througn 
West Andover, it is admitted that. the 
benefit to Lawrence and Lowell will be 
greater than the benefit to Andover. Iti 
was the claim of ndover citizens, 
therefore, that Ando¥er'’s share of the 
cost should be considerably reduced. by 
assessments upon the other cities and 
towns to be benefited. 

It was brought out that if ‘the road 
is constructed the Boston & Northern 
street railway company will undoubted- 
ly build a new line and share the ex- 
pense of the building of the highway. 
It was also suggested that it would 
be the only, feasible route for a state 
highway and the state highway com- 
mission might. be induced to contribute 
‘towards the cost. 

Chairman Bishop opened the hearing 
at 9.25; by reading the petition § re- 
questing a new highway between. Law- 
rence and Lowell, signed by many resi- 


; dents of Andover ana Lawrence. He 


then submitted-a plan of the proposed 
prepared by Engimeer Har- 
rington. 

Hon. Guy W. Currier who appeared 
for the petitioners, stated that the pro- 
ject is not a new one. “We have not 
a proper roadway between Lawrence 
and Lowell,” he said, “although we have 
roads on both sides of the river.

Chairman Bishop said he could not tell 
yet whether the county would help out 
or not. 

Mr. Currier stated that the town of 
Tewksbury...paid..two-thirds..and the 
county one-third of the expense in 
Tewksbury. He declared that the street 
raikway excise tax would more than 
compensate Andover for the expendl- 
ture. 

Mr. Currier submitted photographs of 
the Tewksbury road before and after 
the present road was built. 

Cc. H. Conant of Lowell described the 
various moves made in the attempt to

John Farrell favored the construction 
of the road. 

Selectman S. H. Boutwell of Andover 
said that of course there is a differ- 
ence of opinion in regard to the matter 
but he felt that the demands of the 
general public of Lowell and Lawrence 
and the intervening towns should be 
considered. He said he was sure the 
new road would really be a financial 
benefit to the town,’ and he called at- 
tention to the fact that the cost would 
be much less now than it will be later.

And the clat- 
ter of the market-place drowned the 
chimes. Then Nuremberg with its walls 
and castle and rushing river and marvel- 
lour shrines and the atmosphere of the 
Meistersingers clinging to the square of 
Hans Sachs, where the shoemaker poet 
still sits in stone, anddivers high gabled 
houses and frescoes, the half mediaeval, 
half renaissance art and religion of the 
old, free, imperial town, the Lutheran 
town for which a Wallenstein and a 
Gustavus Adolphus fought,.was all too 
fresh in our memories. 

But gradually Catholic Bruges won 
our hearts. A unique exhibition of old 
Flemish art was going on.

Ursula is one of the loveliest master- 
pieces of Hans Memling and we saw his 
statue at dusk against the sky hard by 
the Black Nun’sconvent. Wesauntered 
into the Beguinage with its whitewashed 
cottages and lofty Jindens, pausing to see 
the white-capped sisters courtesy and 
quaver at their worship. We stood on 
the bridge by the Lac.d’Amour, where 
the chimes of the belfry Longtellow 
heard at the Fleur de Blé, reached us in 
mellow harmonies. , We skirted the 
Ghent,canal under densest rodfs of foli- 
age and clambered to the foot of a wind- 
mill for a view of the incomparable roofs 
and spires of the quaint city. And then 
we admired the handsome children and 
the old ladies deftly making lace at 
scores of open doors and ‘the blinking 
windows of the tiny God-houses for the 
poor and the Holy Mother ahd Child on 
the house corners and the oriel windows 
of monastery and the sunset reflected in 
the canal’ by the Spanish Quay and the 
gilt and carven front of the Palace of 
Justice and the Order of the Golden 
Fleece onthe painted walls of the an- 
cient city hall brilliant-as the shrine of 
the Sacred Blood with the jewels of 
Mary Stuart at its base. Bruges had 
conquered us and abides a golden

He had been employed 
at the mills only since last Monday and 
when the tragedy occurred 
was at work above the large 14- 
inch belt which runs through the base- 
ment of the mills. The belt runs over 
a 5-foot pulley, the bottom which sets 
about a foot from the ground, and flies 
with terrific velocity. 

The police were-at-onee notified and 
in a short while Inspector Murphy and 
Medical Examiner Dow arrived at the 
mills. There the medical examiner 
merely pronounced the man dead and 
ordered the remains removed to the 
undertaking establishment—of—M,— J. 
Mahoney where he made a thorough ex- 
amination. He found that both arms 
and one of the legs had been broken, 
that the skull had been fractured, that 
the head and face had been badly lac- 
erated, and that the stomach had’ been 
horribly cut and mangled. 

In the afternoon the body was taken 
to the grief-striken home, at 8 Middle 


street. The deceased was about 40 
years of age and had been in this 
country only about five months. He
